# Bread lines war* established at Fill¬ 
more and Turk street's, at Golden Gate 
Park, and at the Presidio, and every 
person who stood In line was given a 
whole loaf rtf bread. 

The line at Fillmore and Turk 
streets was four blocks long all after¬ 
noon. and those at the parks were 
even longer. 

A large supply of milk came from 
Oakland this morning, and thin wan 
di*|rbuied to women and children 
wherever they were found In need. A 
great deal of this milk was used for' 


The flames had reached the tanks of 
the Hm\ Francisco Gaa Company, 
which had been pumped out and were 
burning the ends of the grain sheds, 
Ovf In number, which extend further 
aut toward the point. 

Flume and smoke hid from view the 
vessels that lay off shore, vainly at¬ 
tempting to check the lire. 

No water was available except from 
the water side, and If was not until al¬ 
most dark before the department was 
able to turn Its attention to this point. 

At * o'clock It was believed that the 
lire had been checked at Van Neaa 
avenue and Filbert streets. The build¬ 
ings on n high slope between Van Ness 
snd Polk, Union and Filbert streets 
were btazhijf fiercely, fanned by a high 
wind, but the block* were so sparsely- 
settled that the Are appeared to llavd 
a’ slender chance of crossing Van Ness 
ut tb‘s polt i.
